Claims 5 and 12 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). Claims 1, 2, 10, and 11 were 
amended in our Response of November 4, 2003. Claims 36-52 were newly added in 
our Response of November 4, 2003. Claims 36-52 form the basis for the Notice of 
Non-responsiveness .
